Dramatis Personx: Tom Martin, the 
pound-keeper; ‘‘Greeley,’’ the bludgeon- 
wiclder; ‘**Muke,’’ the dog-catcher, and a 
P.-D. reporter. ‘‘Greeley’’ is dressed in 
red shirt, light pants and heavy boots. 
‘‘Mike’’ carries an ominous-looking knife. 
The dog-pound entered, the door is fastened.

blood-smetired truncheon and strikes the 
brute, felling him to theearth. A _ piteeus 
yelp, a spasmodic attempt torise, both cut 
short by another blow, and he also welters in 
h‘s life blood. The scene now is truly horri- 
ble. Brute after brute is singled out, blow 
after blow falls, blood and brain are scattered 
all around. All in a heap 
the animals lie in their last death throes. A 
diminutive poodle sees its fate approaching. 
It runs to the feet of the fell destroyer, and 
raises its eyes mournfully. In vain: the 
bludgeon drups, and the still living body is 
thrown hastily aside. The scene is now like a 
rat-pit. Not one of the brutes has the cour- 
age to facetheir foe. ‘‘Greeley’’ continues 
wielding his fmghtful weapon; his face and 
body are covered with perspiration; the stench 
is dreadful. Atlast he pauses. Every dog is 
now lying a battcred, bloody mass at his feet. 
He wipes the perspiration from his face: then 
opens the door. ‘*Mike’’ rushes to another 
pen and leads up a big retriever badiy afflict- 
ed with mange. That too is doomed. The 
club is raised for the lasttime, and the mangy 
brute is welteringin his gore. The work is 
done. 

‘*How long?’’ queried *‘Greeley.’’ 

‘*Five minutes exactly,’’ answered Tom 
Martin. 

In five minutes he had brained exactly sev- 
enty-five dogs—that is, 

ONE DOG EVERY FOUR SECONDS. 

But the sanguinary work was not yet over. 
Only one act of the dog drama was completed. 

‘*Mike’’ handed the perspiring dog-brainer 
the knife. Again he entered the now reeking 
pen, seized each of the blood-smeared, bat- 
tered brutes, still warm with life, and with 
lightning rapidity he buried the blade of the 
knife in the heart, thus putting, the finishing 
touch on his terrible handiwork. The bleed- 
ing carcass was then thrown from the pen, 
and in less than five minutes every dog was 
stabbed and the lifeless bodies thrown in a 
heap against the door in the rear.

The reporter gleaned some interesting facts 
about this terrtble wielder ef the bloody 
baton. Ina year he kills at least five thou- 
sand dogs. Hie is known as the 
**bpss’’ dog-catcher in the city, 
ar always does the  braining. He 
hds been working at the pound for years, and 
itis computed that, at the lowest estimate, he 
hae killed fifty thousand dogs. He fs doubt- 

the worst foe the canines have in the city. 
nomen, thet be nore fe. bludgeon. It is

At the other end it has a 
diameter of about six meches. It bore the 
signs of long usage and was darkly discolored 
with stains of blood. 

Before the ‘‘mighty killer of dogs*’ com- 
menced his bloody work, the reporter inspected 
the pound. It is situated at the river’s edge, 
at the foot of Lesperance street. in the south- 
ern portion of the city, and is in a most dilap- 
idated and disgraceful eondition. 

**It is a shame tothe city,’’ said Father 
Iiayes, who happefied in during the reporter’s 
visit,

all the fury of the elements.

The stray dogs that are caught are put into 
pens. Apiece of paver is fastened on the 
door of each. on which is written the date the 
brutes were captured. Yesterday, in addi- 
tion to the seventy-five that were slaughtered, 
over two hundred dogs were confined there, 
and they kept upa most incessant 

HOWLING, YELPING, WIINING 

and barking. The dog-catchers wake their 
rounds about daybreak. They go through 
the street with a cart and use a 
wire noose in capturing the stray and 
ownerless animals. The dogs are kept forthree 
days before being killed. ‘Those slain vester- 
day were caught last Friday and Saturday. 
Usually the killing is done every Tuesday and 
Saturday. Some clean sawdust is thrown ints 
the pen,and a bucket of water is also placed in 
them. That is all the dogs get. For three, 
four, or somctimes five days, they linger in 
confinement, undergoing all the pangs of hun- 
ger. No wonder that when the brutes are led 
to the slaughter the most of them are feeble 
and half dead, entirely unable to offer any re- 
sistance to their ruthless destroyer. 
Before the slaughter commences all that are 
doomed are placed in one pen. The dog- 
catchers go in and pick out the victims, catch- 
ing them by the hind leg, and then fling them 
into the fatal compartment. Sometimes, 
though, some of the brutes show fight and 
meet their death stubbornly. But so exper- 
ienced and such an expert is ‘*Greeley’’ that 
he has never been injured. If any one finds 
his dog at the pound he must to 
the City Marshal, show his license 
and obtain a permit, when, upon paying ex- 
penses, Which are about seventy-tive cents, 
he can release his four-footed companion. 

Lately the appropriations for the dog 
pound have been cut down. This vear some 
$19,000 was voted. Last year it was about 
$27,000, and in previous years largely in ex- 
cess of that sum. In consequence, the pound

Dog-catching is a necessity in a large city.

is sickening. When, before being slaughtered, 
the cursare starved. Next Saturday there 
will probably be a huge battue amongst the 
four-footed friends of man, as over 259 are al-

for fashionable residences, 
places are occupied by charitable institutiuns, 
bourding houses and hospitals.‘ St.

about Belgravia. The same sort 
changes have occurred in Paris, 
New York, soston, Philadelphia, 
and St. Louis. These changes always, of 
course, modify the values of property. Ground 
that was once hardly valuable enough to pay 
taxes on suddenly brings fabulous sums, and 
lots and houses that were once fortunes in 
themselves as suddenly sink into worthless- 
ness, 

ST. LOUIS 1S A YOUNG CITY. 
About a hundred vyeurs ago 
first settlement was made here, 
and the savages driven off 
by the hardy French pioneers, vet in that time 
the place has grown to be fifteen miles long 
and five miles wide. and contains 50),000 peo- 
ple. The bank of the Mississippi at the foot 
of Walnut street was the first business center 
as well as the only dwelling place of the peo- 
ple who came here with Laclede.
